Financiers are looking forward to 
the sale of the Washington, Baltimore 
and Annapolis Electric Railway with 
considerable interest, since a number 
of rumors fauve la*en afloat—though 
none, traced down to its source, seems 
to have much foundation that 
inter 
ests other than the reorganization com 
mitten might buy in the projierty, 
One of the most fiersistent rumors is 
that the Western Maryland Railway 
Company will buy in the property if 
the price is not la-yond what this com­ 
pany thinks the property is worth to it. 
It is (Hunted out that the purchase of 
tjiis road, w hich is of standard guage, 
would give the Western Maryland, 
and therefore the New York Centra) 
system an entrance into Washington.

from the scene was the result of a 
battle between three women on one 
side and revenue officers on the other 
as Long Park, near the Pike and 
Letcher county border, in Kentucky. 
Deputy 
Marshal J. Martin Potter 
and Possemen Charles Smith and Gar 
field Smallwood entered the Long Park 
section to arrest Charles Tarkitt, aged 
twenty years, who was charged with 
moonshining. 
Tackitt, though armed, surrendered 1 
without resistance, hut his mother, I 
Martha Tackitt, sixty years old, was ^ 
angered at the officers and, with her 
daughters, Nannie Tackitt and Bertie 
Tackitt, sixteen and eighteen years 
old, concluded they would give the J 
officers battle. The mother, with a big ■ 
revolver, and the eldest daughter, with 
a sixteen-gauge shotgun, opened fire. 
At the first volley Deputy Marshal 
Potter fled from the Tackitt premises, 
leaving his men.

Smith fell mortally 
wounded, being shot three times, while 
Smallwood lost a finger and had the 
crows of his hat pierced with bullets.

Palmer, of Pennsylvania, Democratic 
national committeeman by grace of 
the rejuvenatora of his party, announc­ 
ed with some detail plans for the 
thorough house cleaning to be given 
the Democratic party in the Keystone 
state.

New York, March 18.—Mrs. Joseph 
Hull, wife of the president of the Mer 
chants’ National bank, of Savannah, 
Ga., will sue the government for dam 
ages for a particularly rigid search 
made of her trunks and her person by 
custom house officers when she ar 
rived on the Lusitania. 
"They made me and my daughter 
remove all our clothing,” said Mrs. 
Hull. “They went through every bit of 
our underclothing and searched our 
shoes. We were made to take off even 
our stockings. 
Such action Is atm 
clous. I have never heard of such a 
thing. My husband will bring action at 
once to establish the blame for this 
outrage.” 
Prom their remarks the customs offi­ 
cers 
apparently believed that Mrs. 
Hull had brought back with ber a lot 
of jewelry which she had not de­ 
clared. 
Mrs. Hull was accompanied by bet 
two daughters, the Misses ffiiiza and 
Nannie. 
They are members of an old 
southern family and Mr. Hull is one 
of the foremost capitalists of Sn 
varnish. 


Special Searchers. 
On hand to greet them were Mr. 
Hull and Special Treasury Agent WIT 
son with six searchers. The Hulls had 
twenty pieces of baggage, including 
nine trunks. These the inspectors took 
in charge, while Mr. Hull and Mias 
Nannie, who had been ill, went to a 
hotel. 
Mrs. Hull and Miss Eliza remained 
behind with their baggage. 
It soon 
became 
evident that the inspectors 
were making a particularly thorough 
search ut the Hull baggage. 
Trunk after trunk was opened and 
every article in them shaken and re 
moved 
Mrs 
Hull became Indignant 
and rem onstrated, but to no purpose. 
Finally when the search of the bag­ 
gage was completed one of the in 
spec tors said: 
"Well, we’ve looked at everything, 
but we haven t 
found the diamond 
necklace and the Jewels." 
Clothing Searched. 
Mrs Hull demanded the meaning of 
the remark, which made It apparent 
that since the search bad not been 
left to the regular customs men the 
departm ent was looking for certain 
jewelry the alleged purchase of which 
abroad had reached the ears of au­ 
thority here. 
Without 
replying, one of the In­ 
spectors, it is Haiti, made Mrs. Hull 
open her coat, and finding no neck­ 
lace. ordered that the two women be 
taken back aboard the ship and there 
searched by the women inspectors. 
The search Tailed to reveal any trace 
of the sought-for Jewelry, 
The declarations made by Mrs. Hull 
and Miss Elizabeth, according to the 
officials, were incorrect and gave an 
undervaluation for the dutiable goods 
brought in. What this undervaluation 
is could not be definitely ascertained, 
but it was said that it amounted to a 
total of from $7oo to $1000,

claration made by Misa Nannie was 
fount! to be correct. 


No Negotiations For Peace Possible 
Unless Diaz Admits His Election to 
Presidency Was Irregular. 
San Antonio, Tex., March 18.—Au­ 
thentic report of a serious dem onstra­ 
tion against the person of President 
Diaz, of Mexico, w idth took the form 
of the stoning of his official palace in 
Mexico City by a mob of insurrecto 
sym pathizers, became public here. 
The stoning of Diaz’s palace came 
so suddenly thaf the police, utterly 
unprepared 
for 
the 
demonstration, 
were unable to disperse the mob be­ 
fore much glass had been shattered 
and the guests of the president who 
were in the palace at the time had 
been badly frightened. It is said that 
there were not many whole windows 
left on that side of the palace exposed 
to the stonethrowers. 
As the details were recited, the de- 
monstatiori occurred aliout 9 o’cloc k in 
the evening, when the streets center­ 
ing about the official residence were 
filled with people. Suddenly there was 
a movement in the crowd, and out of 
cafes and adjacent places there poured 
as lf by preconcerted signal several 
hundred men and young boys. 
With shouts of “Viva M adero!” they 
let fly first one shower of rocks and 
then a second. The whole thing was 
over in five minutes. There were sev­ 
eral arrests. 
The significance of the report lies 
in the fact that this is the first demon­ 
stration against the Diaz government 
and Diaz himself that has occurred in 
the federal district of Mexico situ * 
tile present revolt against his rule 
began.
